This 
was taken to indicate that some action 
of one nature cr another was about 
to be consummated. 


Wlien the conference adjourned at 


1 o'clock all those who had joined in 
it declined to talk. 'Every member of 
the cabinet and Colonel Wright, the 
only outsider who was present, was 
pledged to the president to absolute 
secrecy as to what had occurred with- 
in the conference room. The utmost 
efforits were made to guard 
against 


publicity. Even the presidential sum- 
mons to the conference 
had 
been 


made in a very quiet and 
carefully 


guarded way. 'Not since the Spanish- 
war has there been 
such reticence 


shown at a conference of this char- 
acter. 


In this state of absolute reticence of 


the parties to the conference it is al 
most impossible to 
do more than 


draw the most general of conclusions 
as to the nature of the proceedings, 
based upon what preceded the meet- 
ing. 


"The known facts are that the pres- 


ident has reached the conclusion that 
he has nothing to expect save refusal 
from a further appeal 
to the coal 


operators and therefore had decided to 
look for relief from a situation on the 
miners' side. He feels that he can 
hardly make them sacrifice all their 
contentions without 
holding out at 


least a promise of some return, and 
the question before him is as to his 
ability 
to do this. He can pledge 


himself to appeal to congress to ex- 
amine into the justice of tae miners' 
complaints and remedy them so far as 
lies in the power of the legislative 
branch, backed by the earnest good 
will of the executive. 


Also he can suggest to Governor 


Stone of Pennsylvania that he cause 
the Pennsylvania legislature likewise 
to make an inquiry perhaps hastening 
the ultimate methods by calling an 
extra session.But these pledges would 
be given only on condition *Jat the 
men go at once int" the mines and 
get out with all speed the coal for 
which the people are suffering. 


To adopt this course means tae con- 


tinuance of the 
policy of exerting 


moral suasion to end the striKe. It Js 
certain that thus far the president has 
not found a single one of his consti- 
tutional advisers who could suggest 
any departure from tiis policy; no one 
could fir.d a. method 
sanctioned by: 


law or constitution wa.ch promised.

STRIKE LEADERS ARE 


TIGHTENING THEIR LINES. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. G—The Wash- 


ington conference between President 
Roosevelt, the coal operators and the 
representatives of the anthracite coal 
mine workers having been without re- 
sult, the strike leaders are now en- 
gaged in tightening up their lines and 
preparing themselves 10 combat any 
movement by the operators to break 
the ranks of the strikers. 


The first step in this direction was 


taken when W. R. Russell, president 
of District No. 12 of the miners' unirn 
which comprises the entire state of 
Illinois, came ' here by direction of 
President Mitchell, for the purpose of 
discussing relie. measures. 
Mr. Rus- 


sell had a conference lasting several 
hours with, his chief and at its con- 
clusion it was announced tnat steps 
would immediately be taken to carry 
out a plan by which the relief fund 
from Illinois, at least will be increas- 
ed. 


'What the plan is, both Mr. Mitchell 


and Mr. Russell declined to say. Mr. 
Russell said if it were necessary to do 
so the Illinois miners stand ready to 
increase the assessment. He said they 
are taking a great interest in the 
struggle and will go deep into their 
own pockets to help the Pennsylvania 
workers. 


President Russell also said the sott 


coal operators are also in sympathy 
with the "inkers in this state. 
He 


said these operators believed the 
union was a good thing for both the 
men and the employers because since 
the organization was recognized in the 
Western country conditions have con- 
siderably improved. 
! 


While the Illinois district president 


did not say so, he intimated in his 
conversation that some of the coal oy 
era-tors in the West have shown their 
sympathy with the hard coal miners 
in a. substantial way. 


Walter E. Weyle, who has done con- 


siderable work for United States Com- 
missioner of Labor Carroll D. Wright, 
in the anthracite fields, spent about 
three hours with President 
Mitcheh, 


this afternoon. Mr. Weyle being so 
closely identified with Mr. "Wrignt, It 
was surir.ised by the corps of news-

MAGNETISM FOR RAZORS. 


San Francisco Man Patent* No\cl 


Idea to Keep Them Sharp. 


One of the queerest patents ever 


granted has just been placed on record 
by a San Francisco man. says a Wash- 
ington special to the New "York World. 
He thinks he has found a way In 
which the lazy or the inapt man uiay 
have a sharp razor without breaking 
his back stropping it

It has not been definitely decided 


which of the two routes surveyed will 
be taken by this road. One takes it. j 
through Brownsville and it is under- 
stood that Mr. Appleyard favors that 
route. The other is a more direct

Sterling. This route is four and one- 
half miles shorter than 
the 
other 


route, but would miss Brownsville and 
other thickly populated country. Somci 
of the representatives of the syndi- 
cate at a meeting held last -week in 
Newark favored this .route and tl.e 
matter has not yet been finally de- 
termined.

the eastern service of his company 
equipped with oil burners, using Bor- 
neo oil instead of Welsh coal. 


The British, French, German, Rus- 


sian and Norwegian navies are all con- 
ducting experiments with the new fuel, 
and Secretary Moody has ordered that 
work on the coalta? stations iu the 
Philippines and Hawaii be discontin- 
ued until the tests now being conduct- 
ed under the supervision of Eoar Ad- 
miral Melville shall have been con- 
cluded. 


An appropriation of 520,000 has been 


made for the conduct of these tests, nrid 
so far the results attaiucd are very sat- 
isfactory. The report of Lieutenant W. 
P. Wenchell of the United States cruis- 
er Boston, whom the navy department 
detailed to accompany the Mariposa on 
its trial trip from San Francisco to 
Tahiti, showed that with oil r.s fuel tha 
ilariposa had been able to gain a whole 
day ou the trip and that its comple- 
ment of men had been reduced from 
eighty-one to fifty-five. 


The torpedo boat No. 2 of the Maine 


during oil trials conducted by Chief 
Engineer II. S. Ross of. the Massa- 
chusetts developed fourteen knots speed 
per hour, a gain of over half a knot per 
hour over its speed with coal. The 
evaporation ivas found to be from sev- 
enteen to twenty pounds of Tvater at 
various pressures to one pound of oil, 
or more than double that of the best 
coal with the same boiler. 


The trip of the British tramp steam- 


ship Clam in January of this year af- 
fords an idea of'the economy of oil as 
fuel. From Philadelphia to Grnveseud 
only 430 tons of oil were consumed. 
The 2,000 ton steamship Tanglin, char- 
tered by the German antarctic expedi- 
tion, only consumed 350 tons of oil in 
the 5,500 mile trip frcra Singapore to 
Sydney. It took exactly forty-five min-
